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A Permanent Stage for WoodyFest! 

Hopefully when you read this letter, the Pastures of Plenty will consist of a new permanent stage. 

The Woody Guthrie Coalition was approached by BancFirst about a collaboration to build a 
permanent stage. Initially we thought it would be impossible. How we could ever expect our all¬ 
volunteer board to take on another major project... how could we afford such a dream... and could 
we sustain financial viability? By partnering with BancFirst's incredible benevolence and sprinkling in 
some true Woody magic, all the pieces fell together and the Coalition was able to secure the donation 
to create a permanent stage. This single entity, this stage, provides the potential to hold multiple 
events throughout the year in Okemah - the literal definition of tourism! We are indebted to 
BancFirst for their insight, we appreciate their patience, and we humbly and gratefully accept their 
belief in our organization to continue the Woody Guthrie Folk Festival in Okemah for decades to 
come. 

The location of the stage has been moved from the historic site on the south end of the Pastures of 
Plenty. This former location was on property owned by Sertco, the business located directly to the 
east of the Pastures, although Sertco owners generously allowed us to utilize their land. When the 
possibility of a permanent structure became a reality, we quickly realized that moving the stage so 
that it would sit entirely on property that we own, seemed to be the most prudent decision. 

With this relocation, new and upgraded, electrical service was in order. Public Service Company of 
Oklahoma (PSO) stepped up and has installed a new electrical supply increasing our capacity to 
handle the huge demand that lights and sound require. This was done as ANOTHER corporate 
donation not because of the monetary return, but because of the return for their customers in 
Okemah and for Oklahoma. Expect to see additional aesthetic enhancements at the permanent stage 
over the next several years! 

When an organization works for 19 years to provide an event with no expectation except honoring 
one of Oklahoma's favorite sons. Woody Guthrie, it pays off. It is noticed by people you never know 
are paying attention. As each board member manages their selected assignments and obligations NO 
ONE, not one person on this board, profits from this event - never has!! It is done for Woody, for 
Okemah, for music - a myriad of reasons - but not profit. Check out the list of board member notice 
they come from across this country with a common vision - honoring with their time, efforts, and 
action, the life and philosophy of Woody Guthrie.

Woody Guthrie 



WOODROW WILSON “WOODY” GUTHRIE was born to Charley and Nora Belle Guthrie in Okemah, Oklahoma on 
July 14, 1912. Woody’s parents, who were staunch Democrats, named their son after the man who had been elected Presi¬ 
dent that year. 

Woody knew hard times. During his childhood the family home burned down, a sister burned to death, his father’s busi¬ 
ness and political aspirations ended badly, and his mother was declared insane. Despite these hardships, Woody enjoyed 
performing. He danced, played harmonica and guitar, and sang, often making up songs using melodies of other songs. As 
an adult Woody’s hardships continued with the break-up of three marriages, the death of a daughter, and his own debilitat¬ 
ing illness. 

In the 1930s, Woody joined thousands of others who migrated to California during the “Dust Bowl Era,” becoming 
known as the “Dust Bowl Troubadour.” He hitchhiked across America, singing about what he saw and experienced, 
describing the lives of migrant workers, encouraging labor unions, and drawing attention to social injustices. His 
songs were often a rallying cry to action, giving voice to the common man. Eventually Woody ended up in New York 
City where he met Pete Seeger and started touring as a member of Seeger’s ALMANAC SINGERS. As a consummate 
diarist, Woody was continually writing. His many writings include his biography “Bound For Glory”, published in 
1943, and the best-known song in America, ‘This Land is Your Land.’ His more than 3,000 song lyrics provide striking 
glimpses of his life and his view of the world around him. 

In 1952 Woody was diagnosed with Huntington’s Disease. Although he died of the disease in 1967, his words and music 
live on through the many musicians inspired to follow in his footsteps, recording and performing his songs, and continuing 
his legacy. 

Woody’s awards and achievements are numerous, including being inducted into the ROCK AND ROLL HALL OF 
FAME in 1988 and being awarded a GRAMMY LIFETIME ACHIEVEMENT AWARD in 2000. 

In 2001 ‘Oklahoma Hills’ was chosen as the STATE FOLK SONG OF OKLAHOMA. In 2007, ‘The Live Wire: Woody 
Guthrie in Performance 1949’ was released and won a 2008 GRAMMY AWARD in the BEST HISTORICAL ALBUM 
CATEGORY.

PROGRAM COORDINATORS: 


DOROTHY ALEXANDER is a poet, storyteller, publisher, and a retired lawyer. She has written four poetry collections and 
two nonfiction works. She embraces a form she calls “narcissistic narrative,” or “literary selfies.” She is inspired by the agrar¬ 
ian literary traditions and the populist political movements of the late 1800s and early 1900s in the United States. Mostly, 
she chronicles the lives and adventures of rural and working class people. Dorothy received the 2013 Carlile Distinguished 
Service Award for her services to the Oklahoma literary community. Her book. The Art of Digression: A Fragmented Mem¬ 
oir, was a finalist for the 2016 Oklahoma Book Awards. 

NATHAN BROWN is an author, songwriter, and award-winning poet living in Wimberley, Texas. He holds a PhD in 
English and Journalism but mostly travels, performing readings and concerts, as well as speaking and leading workshops in 
schools, libraries, and community organizations on creativity and creative writing. He also served as Poet Laureate of Okla¬ 
homa for 2013-2014. Nathan has published twelve books. Most recent is My Salvaged Heart: Story of a Cautious Courtship. 
His book, Karma Crisis: New and Selected Poems, was a finalist for the Paterson Poetry Prize and the Oklahoma Book 
Award. His earlier book, Two Tables Over, won the 2009 Oklahoma Book Award. 

TERRI CUMMINGS hosts the monthly First Sunday Poetry Readings in Oklahoma City. Her poetry has appeared in Songs 
of Eretz Poetry, Dragon Poet Review, Red River Review, Iliya’s Honey, Melancholy Hyperbole, Ancient Paths Online, and 
elsewhere. Village Books Press published her first book of poetry, Tales to the Wind. She has presented her writing at the 
Scissortail Creative Writing Festival, Pop Culture / American Culture Conference, Howlers & Yawpers Creativity Sympo¬ 
sium, and other venues. She holds a bachelor of science degree in anthropology / sociology from Oklahoma State University. 

JESSICA ISAACS is an English professor at Seminole State College, where she serves as the director of SSC’s annual Howl¬ 
ers & Yawpers Creativity Symposium. She received the 2015 Oklahoma Book Award for her book, Deep August (Village 
Books Press, 2014). She has presented her writing at several regional and national conferences, and she has published her 
poems in various journals and anthologies, including Oklahoma Today, Sugar Mule’s Women Writing Nature, Elegant Rage, 
One Sentence Poems, All Roads Lead Home Poetry Blog, Cybersoleil Literary Journal, and My Life with a Funeral Director. 
She is the founder and co-editor of Dragon Poet Review, an online literary journal (www.dragonpoetreview.com). She was 
born in Okemah. 

BENJAMIN MYERS is the 2015-2016 Poet Laureate of the State of Oklahoma and the author of two books of poetry: Lapse 
Americana (New York Quarterly Books, 2013) and Elegy for Trains (Village Books Press, 2010). His poems may be read in 
The Yale Review, The New York Quarterly, 32 Poems, Poetry Northwest, Nimrod, Redivider and other journals, as well as 
on the Verse Daily website. He has been honored with an Oklahoma Book Award from the Oklahoma Center for the Book 
and with a Tennessee Williams Scholarship from the Sewanee Writers’ Conference. Myers teaches poetry writing and litera¬ 
ture at Oklahoma Baptist University, where he is the Crouch-Mathis Associate Professor of Literature.
